| Guy purſued his intended Journey, and 
coming to a Grave, he took up a worm- 
| eaten Skull, which he thus addreſſed.— 
Perhaps thou wert a Prince, or a mighty 
Monarch, a King, a Duke, a Lord !—

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While Guy was in this repenting Soli- 
tude, fair Phillis, like a mourning Wie 
dow, clothed herſelf in fable Attire, and 
vowed Chaſtity in the Abſence of her be- 
loved Huſband, Her whole Delight was 
m divine Meditations and heavenly Con- 
ſolations, praying for the Welfare of her 
beloved Lord, fearing ſome ſavage Mon- 
ſter had devoured him. Thus Phillis 
ſpent the Remainder of her Life in Sorrow 
for her dear Lord; and to ſhew her Hu- 
mility, the fold her Jewels and coſtly 
Robes, with which ſhe uſed to grace King 
Athelſtone's Court, and gave the Money 
freely to the poor; ſhe relieved the lame 
and the olind, the Widow and the father- 
leſs and all thoſe that came to aſk Alms ; 
building a large Hofpital for aged and ſick 
People, that they might be comforted in 
their Sickneſs and weak Condition, —And 
according to this Rule ſhe laid up Treaſure 
in Heaven, which will be paid again with 
Life everlaſting, 

Mean time Guy travelled through ma- 
ny Lands and Nations; at laſtin his Jour- 
ney he met the Earl of Terry, who had 
been exiled from his Territories by a mer- 
cileſs Jraytor.— Guy bid him not be diſ, 


mayed, 
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mayed, and promiſed ro venture his life 
for his Reſtoration. The Earl thanked 
Guy moſt courteouſly, and they travelled 
together againſt Terry's Eneiny, Guy 
challenged him into the field, and there 
flew him hand to hand, and reſtored the 
Earl to all his lands. 

The Earl begged to know the name of 
his champion, but Guy inſiſted to remain 
in fecret, neither would he take any gra- 
tuity for his Services.

Guy hearing proud Colbornz could no
